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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As explained in the final office action, Applicant 
opines that pressure amplifier is known in the prior art and differs from a mechnical pump, however, Applicant has not provided any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is reminded to see MPEP 2145. [R-6] 

However, arguments of counsel cannot take the place of factually supported objective evidence. See, e.g., In re Huang, 100 F.3d 135, 139- 
40, 40 USPQ2d 1685, 1689 (Fed. Cir. 1996); In re De Blauwe, 736 F.2d 699, 705, 222 USPQ 191, 196 (Fed. Cir. 1984). 

In this case, no evidence or substantial arguments has been presented, except for unsupported statements. 

Furthermore, Examiner still stands by his position that the claimed structure is disclosed by Bessiere. Applicant contends that the conduits 
are not rectangular, however, Applicant clearly shows rectangular oriented conduits in Figures 1 and 2 in the drawings. Applicant argues 
this is not disclosed in the Besierre reference even though the drawings reasonably show Applicant's claimed subject matter. Applicant 
further reminded to see MPEP 2125 regarding utility applications. 

When the reference is a utility patent, it does not matter that the feature shown is unintended or unexplained in the specification. 

The drawings must be evaluated for what they reasonably disclose and suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re Aslanian, 590 F.2d 

91 1 , 200 USPQ 500 (CCPA 1 979). . 

As such, Applicant's argument is moot. The request for reconsideration is denied. 
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
